Arab Paper Blames English for 
Taking Melics—Duchess of Marl- 
borough Said to Be Member of 
Syndicate That Excavated Under 
the Inviolate Mosque of Omar.

JERUSALEM (Palestine) May 3.— 

The inhabitants have been aroused to 
the point of rioting by the operations 
of a party of English archaeologists 
who are accused of having excavated 
beneath the inviolate Mosque of 
Omar and removed relies reputed to 
include the Ark of the Covenant, the 
Censer and other sacred vessels which 
belonged to the tribes of Israel. 
' Asemy Bey, the Turkish Governor, 
was mobbed on the streets for sup- 
posed complicity in the profanation 
and hooted as a “pig.” The mosque 
has been closed and is closely guarded 
pending the arrival from Constanti- 
nople of. officials of the government 
who will make an investigation. 

The expedition worked for two 
yeats on a large scale, beginning at 
the village of Siloam, which lies at 
the southeast of Jerusalem, on the 
southern slope of the Mount of Olives, 
overlooking the valley of Kedron and 
pool of Siloam. The explorers are 
credited with having excavated a pas- 
sage from the pool of Siloam, toward 
the place where once stood Solomon's 
temple, built in 1902 B. C., pillaged 
and restored and finally destroyed by 
Titus A. D., 70. Failing to reach the 
relics sought in this manner, the ex- 
plorers, according to the alleged con- 
fessions of the guards of the mosque, 
bribed the guards, entered the mosque 
and spirited away the treasures, “the 
w hereabouts of which, * says an Arabic 
paper, “none knew except God and 
these English.”

The report was unanimous, but 
there was a specific understanding 
that it should not be construed as an 
indication of the committee’s views on 
the merits of the case. So particular 
were some members on this point that 
they insisted on a written statement 
that the action indicated only that if 
another investigation should be un- 
dertaken, provision would be made for 
the expense. 

It was also agreed that the recom~ 
mendation of the committee today 
should apply to any investigation or- 
dered, whether under the La Follette 
resolution providing for a special com- 
mittee by the regular Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. 

The first fight in the Senate on the 
resolution will come when an effort is 
made to have it transferred to the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections 
for a report. 

Senator La Follette will antagonize 
such a motion and contend for action 
by the Senate without further com- 
mittee references. Senators who at 
the last session voted in favor of 
Lorimer’s retention of his seat, hold 
that the Senate should take no fur- 
ther action until the tnquiry in IIli- 
nois is concluded.

sion last night adopted resolu- 
tions urging legislation to eliminate 
polygamy, recommended a constitu- 
tional amendment, giving Federal 
jurisdiction over the crime of polyg- 
amy and protesting against the ac- 
ceptance by the battleship Utah of the 
silver service bearing the representa- 
tion of Brigham Young. 

Other resolutions urge parents to 
form associations for child study, en- 
dorse the Gallinger bill for acceptance 
of Nathan Straus’s pasteurized milk 
laboratory, urge laws prohibiting the 
intermarriage of feeble-minded. and 
degenerate persons, denounce the use 
of soothing syrups and “medicated 
soft drinks,” thank President Taft for 
his fight against the ‘‘white slave traf- 
fic’ and deprecate the publication of 
anything that is a menace to public 
morals, particular reference being 
made to the so-called ‘“‘comic supple- 
ments.”’

NOW UNDER FIRE 


Congress Develops a Streak 
of Investigation.

Lorimer Inquiry. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, May 3.-—The in- 

vestigating trend of Congress took a 
wide range today. Inquiries into the 
affairs of the United States Stee! 
Corporation, the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company and the American 
Woolen Company were placed on the 
programme of the Democratic House; 
the shoe industry was under fire, and 
a Senate Committee on Expenses 
paved the way for a re-investigation 
of the charges against Senator Lori- 
mer of Illinois. 

Resolutions directing that commit- 
tees search the records to determine 
whether any of the first three named 
corporations are operating in viola- 
tion of the anti-trust, interstate com- 
merce, or national banking laws, have 
been started on the legislative way. 
The steel trust resolution, the crea- 
tion of Representative Stanley, of 
Kentucky, was approved by the House 
Committee on Rules and will be re- 
ported to the House. 

Representative Hardwick, of 
Georgia, is the author of the resolu- 
tion providing for an inquiry into the 
American Sugar Refining Company 
and this will be considered by the 
Rules Committee tomorrow. If the 
committee has time it may also con- 
sider a similar resolution submitted by 
Representative Francis, of Ohio, di- 
recting that a special committee of 
five be named to inquire into the 
American Woolen Company. Whether 
there is a trust in wool in this coun- 
try is the information desired by men 
interested in the woolen schedule. 

Opposition to the preposed removal 
of the duty on shoes, a8 provided in 
the free list bill now before the House, 
developed simultaneously in-the Sen- 
ate and House ends of the Capitol. 

While large shoe manufacturers 
testified to the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee they were forced to keep prices 
high because they were in the grip of 
a shoe machinery trust which con- 
trolled absolutely every manufacturer 
of shoes in this country, Representa- 
tive Weeks on the floor of the House 
was praising the concern which owns 
the patents on all the shoe machinery 
in the United States. The manu- 
facturers said this trust operates on 
a different basis with foreign manu- 
facturers from what it does with 
those in this country; for one thing, 
allowing those abroad to use some of 
their own machinery. 

Senator Bailey told the manu- 
facturers that in his opinion their 
contracts with the trust could be 
proved illegal, that in gpite of the 
shoe machinery comparies’ patent 
rights, he thought their action could 
be construed as an effort to restrain 


eral might make some trouble for 
the trust after he had learned of the 
statements in the hearings. 

Representative Diffenderfer of 
Pennsylvania introduced a bill calling 
upon the Secretary of the Navy and 
the -Secretary of War to furnish 
Congress with information relating to 
shoe contracts for the army and navy 
prior to 1909. Similar resolutions in- 
troduced last week by Representative 
Gardiner were confined to contracts in 
1909, 1910 and 1911. 

The Gardiner resolution regarding 
navy shoe contracts was adopted by 
the House yesterday. ‘The inquiries 
were based on charges made by Mr. 
Diffenderfer that one shoe manu- 
facturer had a monopoly on govern- 
ment contracts and has “frozen out” 
all competition. All the resolutions 
were referred respectively to the 
naval and military committees. The 
diplomatic and consular service also 
may be investigated. 

Representative Broussard of Louisi- 
ana today introduced a joint resolu- 
tion to appoint a committee to ex- 
amine the consular laws and depart- 
mental regulations. The resolution, 
carrying $25,000 for expenses, em- 
powers the committee to hold ses- 
sions in foreign countries if neces- 


ry. 

The resolution was referred to the 
Rules Committee. It grows out of 
alleged favoritism in the appoint- 
ments.

ILLICIT TRADE 


LOCAL CHINESE MERCHANTS ARE 
~ CONCERNED IN PLOT. 


Garg Here Advances Money to 
Smuggie Orientals Across Border, 
Obtaining Notes As Lien on Labor. 
Ten Men Marooned and Rescued 
Furnish Govérnment Information. 


Attaches of the local immigration 
office, charged with investigating the 
marooning of ten Chinese laborers on 
Coronado Island, twenty miles south 
of San Diego, and just over the Mexi- 
can lind, have returned to headquar- 
ters in this city. 

The Chinese, it seems, were shipped 
from Ensenada, and well-known 
Chinese merchant in that city is sup- 
posed to have been behind the scheme. 
It was intended that the castaways 
should be taken to San Francisco, but 
owing to stress of weather, it was 
necessary for the two white men in 
charge of the launch to run into a 
cove at Coronado Island. 

The captain and two white men 
after landing the Chinege, traveled to 
the east side of the island and hailing 
a& passing boat, were taken on board 
and landed in San-Diego. The boat 
they sailed in from Ensenada was 
wrecked on a rock off the island. 

The marooned Chinese were on 
Coronado Isiand nine days without 
food except abalones, or fresh water. 
They were seen by a party of fisher- 
‘men from San Diego, and reported. 
Dr. Chambers of that city attended to 
their physical condition, while food 


Diego. 

The prosecution of the local govern- 
menht officials will be in the interest 
of humanity, and for securing in- 
formation in regard to the illicit trade 
along the coast, uch of which has 
been secured at first hand from the 
Chinese who were in the party. 

The investigation shows that Chi- 
nese merchants are concerned in the 
work of bringing Chinese laborers in- 
to the country-in violation of law, 
and that the contraband traffic is be- 
ing carried .on by land and water. 

It is no secret that Los Angeles is 
furnishing some of the oriental busi- 
ness men engaged in the illegal traffic. 
They advance the money necessary to 
get the contrabands across the line, 
not neglecting to see that every labor- 
er brought in from Mexico exeeutes 
a note that is a lien on his labor, in 
amounts ranging rom $200 to $500 
each. 

-The case pending against Wong 
Wing Hing, Wong Sing Tai, Quan 
Hong and Ng Fun, in the local United 
States Court, and partially heard by 
Judge Weliborn and a jury, indicates 
clearly the local connection in this and 
other cases.

INDS ON RECIPROCITY. 
Congressman Asher C. Hinds of Maine, 
whe now sits in Tom Reed’s place, made, in 


able speech ea the reciprocity treaty with 
Canada. He treated the subject on broad 


lines and his argument was an analytical 


and philosophical discussion. 

_ The farming interests in this country have 
not always recefved in legislation such ade- 
quate consideration as thefr importance— 
both actual and relative—demanded. The 
first Napoleon said that “a great.army al- 
ways travels upon its belly.” The same may 
be said of an industrial army. The larger 
portion of the food supplies of cities and 
towns is raised by the farmers of the vici- 
nage; while those engaged in manufacturing 
and commercial industries find customers 
for a portion of their wares among the farm- 
ers who supply them with feod. Ninety-one 
and a half per cent. of the agricultural and 
manufacturing products of our country are 
consumed at home and only 8% per cent. 
goes abroad for a market. The warp and 
the woof of our garment of empire are woven 
on the looms of industry whose base and 
| whose frame are on the farm and whose 
shifting shuttle is in the factory. The farm- 
| ers are more than one-third of the people 
of this country in number, and the value of 
‘their farms and farm products in dollars is 
} in as great or even greater proportion. 

The people who dwell in cities often con- 
sider themselves of greater consequence in 
the industrial, political and social life of the 
nation than the farmers. Congressman 
Hinds quotes the statement of a brilliant 
evlogist of Abraham Lincoln, who said that 
“Horace Greeley thought himself a bigger 
man than Abraham Lincoln because he lived 
in a bigger town.” 

Congressman Hinds says truthfully and 
forceful “The dwellers in cities cannot 
disassociate their interest from that of the 
farmers. Diminish the purchasing power of 
the farmer and you diminish by so much 
the prosperfty of every city and of every 
laborer, clerk, merchant and banker within 
its limits.” 

If the produet of Canadian farms shall 
come into this country free of duty, that will 
redrce’ the price that the farmers of the 
frontier States receive for their farm prod- 
ucts and so reduce their power to purchase 
the product of the factories and furnaces. 

Equally, if the duty on manufactured 
goods should be taken off fram European 
importations, the workers who make such 
goods in this country would have their 
wages reduced and consequently their pow- 
er to purchase farm products would be re- 
duced, 

Protection is a garment so coustrected 
that it shelters the entire body from the 
chilliness of adversity. If the garment be 
rent in one place the cold will reach more 
or less to every place on the body. 

Reciprecity is not reciprocity unless it is 
mutual between al) the parties affected by 
it. Where “the mutuality @ feeling is all 
on one side’’ there is no reciprocity. The 
pending reciprocity treaty with Canada was 
wittily described by Congressman Hinds as 
follows: 

“The manner in which this bill dis- 
tributes its supposed benefits and, its 
“undoubted hardships violates mankind's 
fundamental idea of justice and equity. 
Since the dawn of time, through all my- 
thologies and religions, man has ex- 
pressed his inborn idea that to those 
who have the suffering and self-denial 
fhould come the bliss of the better 
world, the peace of the Elysian fields, 
the joy of the golden streets. That is 
real reciprocity. But. this bill intro- 

ces into t ancient, instinctive idea 

equity, a new principle; that one 
sane of citizens is to have the sacri- 
fices, while another class enjoys the re- 
wards. The dairymen of New York and 
Ohio are to tread the earthly pathway 
of self<denial, and in reward the makers 
of barbed-wire fencing are to roam the 
Elysian fields [lavghter;) the wheat 
farmers of the Dakotas are to keep the 
long vigil of unrestricted competition, 
and in return the automobile makers of 
Detroit are to speed over the streets of * 
gold; the fishermen of Gloucester who | 
keep watch and watch with death on 
the banks of Newfoundland are to sur- 
render their market, and in return the 
Connecticut clock makers are to set up 
their timepieces in the realms of bliss, 
where a thousand years are but as a 
day; the potato farmer of Maine or 
Michigan is to have the troubles of Laz- 
arus, but the maker of harvesting ma- 
chines is to rest his head on the bosom 
of Abraham. [Laughter and applause.] 
One class sows that another may reap, 
and you call it reciprocity.” 
Reciprocity means that the protection af- 
forded tq our farmers on our Canadian bor- 
der agai&st Canadian competition be swept 
away. ‘The excuse for this is that it will re- 
duce the cost ef living to the worker in the 
cotton mills. By the same reasoning why 
not reduce the cost of living to the farmer 
by providing for the admission of cotton 
cloth from Canada free of duty? For Can- 
ada might import manufactures of cotton 
free of duty from Manchester, England, and 
if these were admitted by,us from Canada 
free of duty the result would be that the 
cotton mills of New England would be 
closed or-the wages of their ceases re- 
duced. 

The present market for the product of 
Canadian farms is England. In 1908 Canada 
sent us 23,000 dozen of eggs, while she sent 
to England 1,200,000 dozen. In the last five 
years Capada sent us 100,000 pounds of but- 
ter In a year, while she sent to England 
$3,000,000 pounds. She sent to us 150,000 
pounds of cheese a year, while she sent to 
England 200,000,000 pounds. In 1909 she 
sent to us'‘less than 20,000 barrels of apples, 
but in the same year she sent to England 
more than 1,000,000 barrels. 

The Canadian farmer meets in England 
the competition of the world, for England 
gives admission free of duty to agricultural 
products, and ocean and lake freights are 
so low that the food necessary to sustain a 
man for a year can be carried from New 
Zealand to Liverpool for $3. 

Congressman Hinds pertinently asks if 
the barriers along our border were down, if 
the greatest and best home@narket on earth 
was thrown open to his milk, cream and but- 
ter, do you suppose the Canadian farmer 
would toil to make cheese to compete with 
a New Zealander in a market on the other 
side of an ocean 3000 miles wide? 

_~ California is interested in the defeat of 
the reciprocity treaty because it will bring 
Canadian barley in competition with the 
product of her fields and Canadian lumber 
in competition with the product of her for- 
ests, and will not open a market for her in 
Canada for anything whatever.

well as in the formation of pure literary 
style.”

cious submission on the part of the minority. 

In the excitation of the movement for 
universal suffrage one fact becomes more 
and more apparent. Those who are in favor 
‘of the cause refuse to listen with tolerance 
to arguments for the other side, crying, as 
did one of our noted ministers at the Min- 
isterial Union, “There is no other side.” 
Then, just as this man did, when any one 
promulgates views which are against — 
an suffrage, the suffrage element rea 
talks, laughs and gives no heed to the re 
marks. 

Further than this, the supporters of wom- 
an suffrage refuse to believe that anyone 

honestly couid think that the extengion of 
| the balloting privilege would be a bad thing 
for our State. They openly accuse every 
anti-suffrage speaker of being “hired to do 
it,” and greet with hisses the words of one 
who, with her adherents, has given courte- 
ous ear to the suffrage arguments. 

This ascription of impure motives to an 
honest opponent is un-American. And the 
intolerafice of a great part of the suffrage 
element is an earnest of a not very desira- 
ble future should the amendment carry. . 

In all deliberative bodies the minority 
yields to the majority, yet, while the sup- 
porters of woman suffrage admit that they 
are the minority, they clamor that, “If just 
one woman wanted the ballot and ali the 
others did not, still it should be grant 

Since the majority of the women of Call- 
fornia believe that the privilege of voting 
means the responsibility to do it, and to do 
it wisely, knowing all the whys and where- 
fores, and since this majority feels that 
there are responsibilities enough upon its 
shoulders already, responsibilities which the 
ballot cannot affect, is it-not the part of the 
minority to abide by the American “rule of 
the majority,” and let the matter alone? 

Educate the anti-suffragist, if she appear 
to hold her position because of non-intelli- 
gence, but educate her by arguments which 
go below the surface. It is barely possible 
that her viewpoint has been broader than 
that of the average woman, and she may 
have seen life and its problems from so 
many angles that superficial statements 
make no impression upon her. 

A spirit of tolerance toward an opponent, 
a recognition of the conventions of deliber- 
ative bodies, a remembrance of the rights 
of others and of the courtesies due to them 


that women are not too much ruled by im- 
pulse and personal feeling to take a thought- 
ful, unbiased part in the politics of our 
‘State.

Of the effect of Jackson's presence 
at Harpers Ferry fifty years ago to- 
day, when the number of the troops 
had increased to some 4500, Imboden 
writes: “The presence of a master 
mind was visible in the changed con- 
dition of the camp. Perfect order 
reigned everywhere.’ 

Jackson himself was satisfied. “'T. 
am very much gratified with my 
command,” he wrote to his wife, “and 
would rather have this post than any 
other in the State.”

‘tohnry Kilbane and Joe Rivers, the 
principals in the big boxing produc- 
tion scheduled for Vernon next Satur- 
day afternoon wound up their strenu- 
ous sieges of training yesterday and 
from now on until the hour of the 
fight will ntent themselves with 
light work, to keep their weight down. 

No two boxing experts ever looked 
in better shape for contesting an 
honor in the ring than these boys. 
They have trained faithfully and ob- 
served every rule laid down by their 
managers and regardless of who wins 
Saturday the fans are assured a bat- 
tle that gives promise of living in the 
annals of the local ring. 

I put in yesterday afternoon in Kil- 
bane’s camp and I was more than re- 
paid for my trip to Jack Doyle's train- 
ing quarters, for I saw the little 
Cleveland fighter at his best and that 
means about as good as any 122- 
pound fighter has ever been. He 
boxed, wrestled, punched the bag, 
skipped the rope and did everything 


else that a pugilist usually does on the 


final day of hard work previous to a 
fight. 

And the one thing that Kilbane im- 
pressed me most with was his punch. 
In the previous training sessions I 
have witnessed the little fellow con- 
tent himself with boxing and tapping 
his opponent lightly. Yesterday he 
tore into Louis Rees and any time he 
cared to he landed a blow that shook 
the frame of the lightweight until 
Jimmy Dunn, his manager, called him 


off. 
SAYS HE CAN HIT. 

Kibane has taken rather seriously 
the report that has been going the 
rounds regarding his lack of a punch. 
The fact is the little fellow has just 
@s good a sting as any of the 122- 
pounders in the country. and he can 
opply it to the anatomy of the other 
eliow with either hand. 

Kilbane further backs up his punch 
claim with a list of fights that in- 
clude many knockouts. He has won 
over the Pullman route about as often 
as any embryonic champion ever has 
and Saturday he expects to end the 
battle with Rivers ecg the twen-

There is no question of Kubane’s 


' guperiority over his opponent in ring 


generaiship and science. He knows 
and anticipates the other fellow’s ac- 
tions much better than most fighters 
do and he is constantly figuring out 
row he is going to bewilder his op- 
ponent into making a foolish move. 
Young Rivers will be the busiest 
little fellow that ever stepped into a 
ring at Vernon if he tries to outbox 
Kilbane.

“ CLEVER BOXER. 

Kilbane is one of the cleverest fel- 
lows the ring has ever produced, in 
breaking out of a clinch. He has a 
peculiar way of twisting around the 
other fellow (after the manner of a 
dog chasing his tall, and then flying 
off on tangent, landing a terrific jab 
at the instant of parting. 

Other fighters have tried the same 
thing to bewilder their opponent, but 
no one has succeeded so well as the 
Cleveland boy. It is such things as 
these that will upset Rivers’s attack 
if it is weakened at all. 

Kilbane’s best wallop is a straight 
punch started from the shoulder and 
generally delivered when the other 
fellow is off balance. He also has a 
good uppercut, which seems to be ef- 
fective from all angles. 

Whether he will be able to slacken 
Rivers up with these two effective 
blows, providing he doesn’t succeed in 
unbalancing the Mexicah, is a ques- 
tion that no one can answer. No other 
fighters, who have faced Joe, have 
been able to stop him in his dash to 
victory, but none of his opponents 
have possessed the class that Kilbane 
does. 

If Kilbane wins he will do it by up- 
setting Joe's equilibrium entirely and 
then delivering a punch that ordin- 
arily would only drive his head back 
or he will outpoint him through the 
twenty rounds and win a decision.
